ACTS ON TAFT’S ORDER. 


Local Men Say They Will Wel- 
come Closest Scrutiny and 
Have Courted an Offi- 
cial Quiz. 


Investigation of the Chicago board of trade 
by representatives of Attorney General 
Wickersham is in progress. The news came 
without warning to the members and om- 
cers of the grain exchange yesterday. Most 
of them hesitated to believe It. 

This investigation, undertaken at the same 
time that the government officials are seek- 
ing light upon the methods of controlling the 
price of butter through the Digm board of 
trade, is being conducted by the department 
of justice as a part of the general plan of the 
Taft administration to rum down combina- 
tions that boost the prices of the necessities 
of life. 

So secretly has the investigation been set 
under way that, although it has been in 
progress for two weéks, the officials of the 
board knew nothing about it until the news 
was sprung on the ticker toward the 
close of the session. Most of the members 
professed to believe the rumor was not true, 
and those brokerage houses which have di- 
rect wire connections with the east imme- 
diately asked their New York and Washing- 
ton correspondents to find out all about it.” 
Late in the evening the rumor was con- 
firmed. 


Wants Price Making Facts. 

Attorney General Wickersham wants to 
know whether the prices of wheat, corn, oats, 
and other grains and staple food products 
are fixed by an unlawful agreement among 
the members of the boards of trade of the 
country, and particularly of the Chicago 
board, which practically dictates the grain 
quotations for the nation, If this fixing of 
prices is found to exist, the attorney general 
intends to prosecute the organization for a 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

It became known in Washington during the 
day that the investigation had the expressed 
sanction of President Taft. The president is 
said to have told the attorney general that 


he wanted a thorough inquiry made ef all 


agencies suspected of conspiring to increase 
the cost of living. Wherever causes are trace 
able to trusts or any combination in restraint 
of trade he Indicated that prosecutions should 
be instituted with 4 view to breaking * the 
conspiracy. 


Men Co- “sting the Inquiry. 

Assistant . dey Generel Harrison and 
District Attor.~y Sims at Chicago have been 
assigned to the work of investigation. They 
ba ve been instructed to delve into the secrets 
of the Chicago grain exchange and to dis- 
cover if possible the exact manmer in which 
prices of commodities are fixed. 

They algo will report to what extent opera- 
tions in futures enter into transactions on 
the exchange and what influence such imag- 
inary buying and selling has on the making 
of the prices of the actual commodity. It has 
been asserted by many students of the prob- 
lém that prices are inflated through such 
cperations and that this accounts in large 
part for the increase in the cost of living. 

Assistant Attorney Genera) Harrison was 
in Chicago a few days ago and had a con- 
ference with District Attorney Sims on initia- 
tion of the investigation. 

“President Taft and Attorney General 
Wickersham are determined to break any 
combination or pool which is in control of any 
staple or.commodity which enters into daily 
life,” said a man high in the administration 
in Weshington. 


Will. Not Swerve from Course. 
“While pressure may be brought to bear 
upon the administration by business men 
who are endangered; you may rest assured 
that the administration will not swerve from 
the course the president has marked out. 
Whether there is any ground for action 
againet the Chicago board of trade under the 
anti-trust etatute will be determined by the 
investigation and, as in the case of the cot- 
ton pool, it will require the examination of a 
large number of witnesses.”

The London represen- 
tatives of the American papers began to flock 
in, with American cables in their hands, to 
inquire into my condition. There was nothing 
the matter with me, and each in his turn 
was astonished, and disappointed, to find me 
reading and smoking in my study and worth 
next. to nothing as a text for transatlantic 
news. One of these men wes a gentle and 
kindly and grave and sympathetic Irishman, 
who hid his sorrow the best he could, and 
tried to look glad, and told me that his paper, 
the Evening Sun, had cabled him that it was 
reported in New York that I wasdead. What 
should he cable in reply? I said: 

Say the report is greatly exaggerated.’ 

He never smiled, but went solemnly away 
and sent the cable in those words. The re- 
mark hit the world pleasantly and to this 
day it keeps turning up, now and then, in 
the newspapers when people have occasion 
to discount exaggerations."’

WALN was an inveterate smoker and 
one of the most.leisurely men in the 
world, An old pressman who was once 
printer’s devil in an office where Mark 
was editorial writer tells this anecdote 
of his habits of work: 

“One of my duties was to sweep the room 
where editors worked. Every day Mark 
would give me a nickel to get away from him. 
He would rather die in the dust than uncross 
his legs. One day he gave me a nickel to 
dot an ‘i’ in his copy for him. He certainly 
did enjoy life—that man did.” 

Yet this easy going dawdler acquitted him- 
self of a prodigious deal of work in his life 
and bound himself voluntarily to pay off 
debts that he could have discharged without 
hurt to his good name by passing through 
bankruptcy. He did not practice as he 
preached.

Niblo,“ Former ‘Soulmate’ of 
Miss Gazzam, Withdraws 
Divorce Suit. 


One of the most remarkable pleas ever 
-heard in Cook county courts was that made 
yesterday when a wife sought to have her 
“insane” husband adjudged sane in order 
to force him to pay her $4.50 a week alimony. 

The plea was mae before Judge De Wolf 
in the County court by Attorney Maurice 
Aschuter in behalf of Mrs. Gertie Caro of 
1535 Edgemont avenue. She alleged that 
Nathan Caro, after paying her alimony for 
‘a while, bad himself declared legally insane 
just to escape the payment of only $4.50 a 
week. It was to set aside this decree that 
ehe brought this action. 

Attorney Alachuler testified that Caro had 
never been under the care of a physician 
for insanity and that since he was paroled 
to his uncle he had worked in the latter's 
jewelry store at State street. 

Judge De Wolf refused to set aside the 
decree. Caro, according to the testimony, 
paid the $4.50 for a year and then filed a bill 
for divorce, claiming that he was insane then 
and at the time of hie marriage. Judge 
Honoré ruled that an insane man could not 
file a bill in his own name, so Attorney A. H. 
Fry went before J Willams in the Coun- 
ty court with an insanity petition The 
witnesses were Caro, hie lawyer, and the 
uncle to whom he was paroled. Judge De 
Wolf said there was no evidence of fraud.

This suggestion from the volume by 
Mr. Haynes and the fact of contemporary ap- 
pearance of the two biographies may make it 
proper to consider in the same column with the 
Sumner story Thomas Hart Clay’s “ HENRY 
CLAY” in the same “ Crisis” series. While the 
grandson of the great Kentuckian began the 
preparation of the volume, his death left it to 
Mrs. Clay and to Dr. Oberholtzer, editor of the 
series, to complete it. Little new matertal is 
included and, as the editor remarks, the story 
of Henry Clay is not likely to be told differently 
in the future because of material yet left un- 
touched. The task of the compiler therefore 
was not to sift great masses of documents in 
search of unfamiliar evidence, but, rather, to 
retell the well known story in such a way as to 
place it in proper relationship to the central 
thought of the Crisis series. 
This task has been accomplished in a pleas- 
ing fashion. The style is popular and readers 
of a generation which has no personal touch 
with the “great commoner,” the “great com- 
promiser,” the famous “Harry of the West” 
are able to come into fairly intimate .relation- 
ship with one who sought solution of pressing 
problems through compromise, whose dying

I Sicilians Are Inspired

ALERMO, Sicily, Feb. 3.—The sight of 
1,600 passengers filing into the Saxonia 
at Fiume did not stir me as did the sight 
of 131 Sicilians who sailed on Saturday 

« for New York. I do not propose to com- 
pare Sicilians with emigrants of the dual mon- 
archy and the Balkans. What I have in mind 
is the contrast presented by the two groups 
of passengers in that intangible mental quality 
which Sophocles called daimon and which leads 
people to do something. 

Perhaps the most striking characteristic of 


spirit which prompts him to action. This main- 
spring of his and, his peculiarly developed 
sense of honor will help us to understand 
him: Much of the motive which prompts Sicil- 
fan emigration today is the beckoning—in the 
definite form of a prepaid ticket or the assur- 
ance of immediate remunerative work—-which 
comes from the other side.

The intensity of the Siciiian’s conviction 
makes him a man of great potentiality. As a 
friend he is steadfast; he hates treachery. His 
friendship, like his enmity, is a live thing. But 
his friendship is not easly obtained. It comes 
only after deeds which in his estimation are 
worthy of friendship. His gratitude is likewise 
great. He not only has respect for power and 
ability, but he has great respect for a just man. 

The baron may deal with the Mafia to further 
his political interests, and his servants may be 
in league with the Mafia and brigands for the 
protection of their master’s interests.

Good blood has come in here, but in spite of a 
certain amount of assimilation much of it is 
still fairly pure. The culture which exists is 
the result not so much of a commingling of the 
excellent traits of Phcenicians, Greeks, Romans, 
Saracens, Normans, Spanish, and French as it 
is a combined product which has grown up be- 
cause of the attitude which these rulers took 
toward the common people. Few of them came 
as true colonists, but rather as exploiters of 
the island. The people have been ruled not 
with the idea of promoting or of advancing 
their. mental condition or material interests but 
of exploiting. for selfish ends.

Their 
cramped quarters, the absence of sunshine and 
fresh air, the dampness of the houses in winter, 
the generally foul condition of the streets dur- 
ing all seasons, the bad quality of the food, and 
the primitive cooking appliances all combine 
te preverit a clean limbed, vigorous manhood. 
It is said that Sicilians eat more macaroni in 
America than at home. 


Problem for America. 


We must not blame the Sicilian stowaway 
or the one who otherwise emigrates with the 
connivance of dishonest captains or ships’ doc- 
tors. Nor must we blame those who try to es- 
cape either because of their criminal records or 
because they have trachoma. If they enter our 


ports against our law# we are as much or more 


blame than they. If they crowd certain 
quarters of our cities, if they live under in- 
ganitary conditions, if their sole aim is to ac- 
cumulate money, if their inclinations are such 
as to make their assimilation difficult or impos- 
gible, it is only because they are following in- 
Clinations and desires which result from their 
culture. 

The capacity for good or evil of the Sicilian 
is great. But the training which is to convert 
him to American ideals must be long and will 
necessarily be difficult. We cannot afford to 
tolerate him. We cannot afford to let him go 
on and follow his own inclinations. To do so is 
to encourage ever growing areas in our cities 
of an element fundamentally at variance with 
American ideals. Our attitude, toward him 
must not be one of toleration. A halfway atti- 
tude like this is not helpful to him; it is dan- 
gerous to us.

This is de- 
posited just under the gums, generally oppo- 
site the little ducts or channels which carry 
the saliva from the glands to the mouth. If 
allowed to remain it injures the teeth by 
loosening thein, producing an undesirable red- 
ness of the mouth, and causes an unpleasant 
breath. Dentists have propertly fashioned in- 
struments for removing this matter and are 
the only persons who should attempt the re- 
moval of a thick deposit, as untrained effort 
might wound the gums or break the enamel.

MARK TWAIN. 

Alas, we ean no longer smile at Mark 
Twain's celebrated jest that the reports of 
his death were “greatly exaggerated.” 
The laugh whieh for years has rippled 
around the world has vanished, 
the coffin of Samuel Langhorne Clemens 
the nations of earth drop the tribute of 
their tears. 

But it is not a mere farceur who lies 
dead today. He was, indeed, a fellow of 
infinite jest and peculiar fancy; he was 
fat more than that, however. He could 
engulf the whole world in 4 tidal wave 
of mirth with The Jumping Frog or 
“TInnocenta Abroad,” but he could also 
move it to tears with the pathos of The 
Prince and the Pauper,” sting it with the 
irony of The Men Who Corrupted Had- 
leyburg,” or freeze its blood with horror 
at the recitals of what Leopold did in the 
Congo. It te true that there are coarse 
pages in Roughing It,” but where 16 
there a more lifelike. transcript from 
nature than Tom Sawyer or “ Huckle- 
berry Finn”? So if the cap and bells lie 
on his bier today there are pienty of 
tributes to his other qualities to cover 
them from sight. 

Yet it was ae a humorist that he made 
bis reputation end place in American let- 
ters, and es such he will no doubt earn 
recognition ¢rom those who come to study 
his achievements in the future.

At any rate, his humor, however it may 
be criticised, had a strongly native quality. 
This wae as true of his finer as of his 
coarser moods. Andrew Lang speaks of 
‘Twain’s “almost Mephistophelean cool 
ness, an wnwearying search after the 
comic side of serioug subjects, after the 
mean possibilities of the sublime—these 
with a native sense of incongruities and a 
glorious vein of exaggeration, make up his 
i stock in trade.” This was certainly true 
of his earlier days, Dut for years he had 
substituted for those qualities a fine vein 
of wit which denies analysis gs a soap 
bubble would. With added years his 
sense of humor took on, as he might have 
said, a more serious phase, and he used it 
valiantly es a weapon against N 
hypocrisy, and cant.

crown was expressly prohibited from alienating it or 
from conferring it upon any one else as jong as a Scrym- 
geour remained. 

Charles I. created the Scrymgeour of Dudhope of his 
day, Viscount Dudhope; while in 1661, after the restora- 
tion, Viscount Dudhope was transformed by Charles IL 
into earl Dundee. This Lord Dundee died in 1668 
without issve-and the family representation passed to 
John Serymgeour of Kirkton. 

But the duke of Lauderdale, one of the most unscrupu- 
lous statesmen of the day, represented to Charles II. 
that the male line of the Scrymgeours of Dudhope had 
become extinct and secured from the king a grant of 
the office of royal standard bearer of Scotland in favor 
of his nephew, Charies Meitiand of Hatton, who after- 
wards became earl of Lauderdale and from whom the 
present Lord Lauderdale and his son and heir, Viscount 
Maitland, are lineally descended.

The firet earl of Lauderdale was subsequently de 
prived of his honors and offices by the Court of Sessions 
at Edinburgh for fraud as master of the mint, and it 
was contended that the dignity of hereditary s 
bearer was among those forfeited. This contention was 
denied by the High court of Scotland, which held that 
the office was not forfeited when Charles Maitland, 
earl of Lauderdale, was deprived of his other dignities, 
and that while the methods by which the standard 
bearership had been obtained for him by his uncle the 
duke might be questionable, yet that the patent, having 
béen made out in his favor by the king and the office 
transmitted in legithnate descent, the present Lord 
Lauderdale was the only person entitled thereto. 

The lord high chancellor, however, and the house of 
lords, basing themselves on the act of parliament of 
1456, declared that King Charles had no right to er 
the honor of standard bearer upon Charles Maitland, first 
earl of Lauderdale, as long as any member of the Scrym- 
geour family remained alive, and that since the family 
was not extinct and that Henry Scrymgeour-Wedderburn 
can show an unbroken line of descent from the original 
grantee of the dignity, away back in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, it is he and not Lord Lauderdale who is the only 
lawful standard bearer of the sovereign for Scotland.

As 
he also has @ son and heir there is no immediate pros- 
pect of the Scrymgeour family dying out and it is not 
until it becomes extinct that the Maitland pretensions 
could. ever be brought forward again. 

Lord Lauderdale must regret the money that he has 
spent in fighting the case. He is far from rich, having 
already been called upon to pay heavy costs in order to 
establish his right to the peerage on the death of the 
twelfth earl, who was a distant cousin and was killed by 
lightning in 1884 on a moor near Thirlstane castle, his 
ancestral home in Berwickshire. 

This twelfth earl, who never married, had in his turn 
succeeded a distant cousin six years previously and had 
undergone many vicissitudes in his earlier days, having 
served in the ranks of the army as a private soldier, 
as a railroad porter, and afterwards as a village station 
master before finally blossoming forth into a peer of the 
realm. 

Thinistane castle has been the home of the Maitlands 
for six centuries, and I may add they have many Amer- 
ican matrimonial alliances figuring on their genealogical 
tree, especially in colonial days.

Young Lord Brooke, son and heir of the earl and 
countess of Warwick, has so many friends in this coun- 
try that they will be sorry to learn the anxiously 
awaited son and heir came into the world ta, other day 
still born. 

Lord Brooke was with Lord Kitchener during his visit 
to Japan, but returned home direct from Yokohama in- 
stead of accompanying the field marshal to Austrailia.

Farmer Now Holds Whip Hand. 


At the moment the farmer appears to be the 
man to be reckoned with in regard to the 
price of Wheat. Present indications suggest 
that he will not sell freely at 2 quota - 
tions, and if he does not the bulls, at least 
temporarily, will have the advantage. Visible 
stocks are not large enough to be im- 
Posing to either speculator or the farm, 
and while the iis have made fair- 
ly liberal supple taking the present 
dull state of the flour trade into con- 
‘sideration, there would be a different story 
to tell if the flour demand should show any 
‘symptoms of reviving. Primary receipts for 
the day were 229,000 bu, against 234,000 bu a 
year ago. Receipts here were 8 cars, with 19 
cars inspected yesterday. Minneapolis wheat 
stocks increased 10,000 bu for five days, com- 
‘pared to a decrease of 500,000 bu for the same 
time last year. 


Continental Prices Weaken. 

The continental markets were heavy, but 
the English markets were firm on a reported 
‘better inquiry for cargoes and parcels and 
small Argentine shipments.

Ap advance of ee in the aash market, 
firmness in wheat, and light offerings were 
ihe main factors in the corn market. Final 
prices showed fair gains for the day, but there 
was more pressure on the bulge near the close, 
and the bear crowd was again disposed to sell 
the market short. Receipts here were 104 
cars and the estimate for today is 71 cars. 
Farmers are not selling freely, while there is 
a little better demand from the east for some 
grades of corn. Less was heard of the poor 
condition of corm in the east. Baltimore 
siocks have decreased 200,000 bu 80 far this 
week.
